MURDERER 
ON THE RUN 


Killer serving life flees from open prison 


A murderer serving a life sentence in 
prison is on the run. 

Police are searching for Derek Pass- 
more, who killed a man in a Hampton 
flat in October 1996. 

The 48-year-old, formerly of Robin 
Hood Lane, Kingston, left Ford Prison 
on day release on Saturday, June 22, 
and has not been seen since. 

Passmore is 6ft lin, of stocky build, 
with brown hair and hazel eyes, and 
had a goatee beard when he was last 
seen. 

Detective Chief Inspector David 
Wardley-Wilkins of Sussex Police 
said: “Passmore is not currently as¬ 
sessed as a direct physical threat to the 
public hence his being in an open 
prison, but in view of the seriousness 
of his offence, and the fact that so far 
there has been no sighting of him, we 
seek public assistance in reporting 
any information that may help us to 
find him.” 

Police said Passmore has connec¬ 
tions in Twickenham, Sutton, 
Kingston, Maidstone, and elsewhere in 
the south-east. 

Passmore beat to death Paul Craig, 
34, who was crippled with arthritis, in 
Hampton in October 1996.

According to newspaper reports at 
the time, Mr Craig, an unemployed 
bachelor from Fulton Close, Hampton, 
was viciously beaten and left dying in 
Starling Walk, just 10 minutes from his 
home. 

At his sentencing in 1997, Passmore 
was told he would spend at least 14 
years behind bars but, at a review at 
the Royal Courts of Justice later that 
year, a judge decided to reduce the 
minimum term to 11 years. 

Speaking at that hearing, Mr Justice 
McKinnon said: “There were no ag¬ 
gravating features. 

“The mitigating features are that 
there was an intention to cause seri¬ 
ous bodily harm, rather than to kill, 
and a lack of premeditation.” 

Passmore smashed the skull of Mr 
Craig in Hampton, after “erroneously” 
deciding Mr Craig was seeing his es¬ 
tranged girlfriend.

Two men have been handed 
life sentences for murdering 
clubber Jamie Sanderson in 
King-ston’s Oceana nightclub.

Brandon Francis, 20, from 
Camberwell, and Levan 
Greenfield, 22, from Peckham, 
were given life sentences, 
with Francis to serve at least 
21 years.

“It has been so difficult to sit 
in court every day hearing the 
defendants lie about what 
happened, knowing they 
killed Jamie.

many people’s lives, including 
their own lives.”

kindness. We are angry that 
he has been taken from us in 
such a cruel way. 

“What makes Jamie’s death 
harder to deal with is

Councillors say there were 
holes in a consultation that led 
to a needle exchange service 
being placed next to a primary 
school. 

Parents have won a review of 
the substance misuse service 
on the site of Surbiton Health 
Centre and Lime Tree Primary 
School after claiming they 
were told the centre was treat¬ 
ing about 12 drug users, when 
in fact it was 100. 

The move for Kingston 
Council’s health overview 
scrutiny committee review 
came after councillors admit¬ 
ted there were holes in the pre¬ 
vious NHS-led consultation in 
2009. 

The headteacher of Lime 
Tree said he was misinformed 
about the service. 

At a meeting on Tuesday last 
week Conservative Councillor 
Julie Pickering said: “At re¬ 
ception they have a separate 
desk with a security guard, but 
on the first floor they are 
through a locked door and 
glass screen. 

“All the evidence presented 
to me, and with no full impact 
assessment, I cannot support 


the officer’s recommendation 
that the service need not be 
relocated.” 

Liberal Democrat Councillor 
David Ryder-Mills, lead mem¬ 
ber for education, said: “The 
sort of consultation regime the 
NHS does is very different to 
what consultation under the 
council looks like.”

He said: “The Lib Dems are 
not interested in finding a so¬ 
lution where our children’s 
safety has not been compro¬ 
mised, and they are happy 
playing Russian roulette until 
something they consider 
serious happens to one of our 
children.” 

Alex Dulka, a parent of a 
child at Lime Tree, said that on 


his way to collect his child 
from school, he saw a man 
passed out under a tree on the 
site, holding a beer. 

He said: “We have been told 
this can happen on the 
street, but as a parent I can 
choose where to bring my chil¬ 
dren, not to take them to a pub 
or big events, but this is a 
school.”

Health watchdog role 


The head of the new health 
and social care watchdog 
has promised to be fully in¬ 
dependent after stepping 
into the job after 22 years at 
Kingston Council. 

Grahame Snelling, former 
head of prevention and inte¬ 
gration in Kingston Coun¬ 
cil’s children’s services, was 
announced as the chairman 
of Healthwatch Kingston 
last week. 

Mr Snelling’s post at the 
council was made redun¬ 
dant in March this year, 
following the release of 
the first damning Ofsted 
report that criticised 
Kingston’s child protection 
programme. 

His new role will be head¬ 
ing the organisation in 
charge of scrutinising 
health and social care run 
by the NHS, private firms 
and his former employers. 

Mr Snelling, who is 59, 
and lives in Surbiton, de¬ 
clined to comment on the 
Ofsted report, but said: “I 
am completely independent 
of the council. What I am 
most concerned about is to 
make sure there are systems 
in place to represent the 
consumers’ voice. 

“It is really important to 
make sure there is a strong 
independent voice in the 
community. The role of the 
health watchdog is to bring 
to attention of the council 
and the NHS clinical com¬ 
missioning group that there 
is some independence and 
they have got to be listening 
and understanding.”

Former health watchdog 
chairman Sandra Berry 
welcomed Mr Snelling and 
his experience but said he 
would have a “minefield” to 
negotiate. 

Clare Davis, operations 
manager at Parkwood 
Healthcare, which runs 
Healthwatch, said: “Gra¬ 
hame has the right mix of 
skills and insight into local 
social and health services 
and will be able to steer the 
organisation in the right 
direction.” 

But Councillor Geoff 
Austin, shadow member for 
children and young people, 
said: “I wouldn’t wish to 
pre-judge how he will 
perform. 

“But he will have to prove 
to everybody that he is fully 
independent and not still 
agreeing with everything 
that the council wants.” 

Malcolm Alexander, chair¬ 
man of the National Associ¬ 
ation of Links (which was 
axed to make way for 
Healthwatches), said a for¬ 
mer council director should 
not have been appointed.

Residents were dismayed when council¬ 
lors approved a controversial planning 
application despite voicing their own op¬ 
position to it. 

South of the borough councillors gave 
the green light to 13 affordable flats on 
the site of a car wash in Bridge Road, 
Chessington, at a neighbourhood com¬ 
mittee meeting on Wednesday last week.

“We have another example of a develop¬ 
er trying to squash a quart into a pint 
pot.” 

Arthur Burt, 89, a 30-year resident of 
Compton Crescent near the site, dis¬ 
missed councillors’ “limp excuses” for 
approving the plans. 

He said: “The one thing nobody thinks 
about is that they will bring in clients of 
their own. None of the residents will be 
offered an opportunity.”

Parade resident Mokan Selva said the 
proposed building next door will over¬ 
shadow his home. 

He said: “It is completely unacceptable. 
They will have to find out next election.” 

He would have supported a drive- 
through McDonald’s over the planned 
flats, he said. 

Councillors worried parking in the 


area would become difficult if they ap¬ 
proved the plans. 

Late material submitted by Paragon 
said it “intends to discourage car owner¬ 
ship” by discussing public transport op¬ 
tions with prospective tenants. 

Three parking bays will be created on 
the site, plus space for 16 bicycles. 

Committee chairman Coun Rachel Reid 
drew discussion to an end before a vote. 

She said: “There are no material 
grounds for refusal. I am not happy 
about it, but it seems that we are going 
round in circles.” 

Four councillors voted in favour, with 
two against and two abstentions. 

The result was met with jeers from 
members of the public in the Hook Cen¬ 
tre’s community hall. 

Coun Margaret Thompson said: “I just 
barely see the point of councillors con¬ 
sidering [applications]. We have to go 
with it. It is not democracy.”

I stood well back as the 
ranger flicked a secret 
switch and the floor opened 
up.

Lack of police ‘put children at risk’ 


Vulnerable children in 
Kingston are potentially 
being left in danger due to “a 
lack of police availability”, 
according to an Ofsted inspec¬ 
tion of “inadequate” Kingston 
Council. 

Vital visits by social work¬ 
ers and police to see if a child 
is suffering physical, sexual 
or emotional abuse or neglect 
are being delayed. 

Kingston Council has con¬ 
tacted Metropolitan Police 
commissioner Sir Bernard 
Hogan-Howe to resolve the 
problem. 

Council leader Councillor 
Liz Green said the constant

change in police leadership - 
with three borough comman¬ 
ders in a year - had a destabil¬ 
ising effect. 

She said: “We have had how¬ 
ever many borough comman¬ 
ders in the past year, and we 
have been strong in saying 
this is not acceptable. 

“It would have a 
destabilising effect on any 
organisation. 

“When the new borough 
commander joins, it is cer¬ 
tainly one of the things I will 
talking to him about. 


“We have tried our best to 
resolve this, but it is one of 
the things we are being criti¬ 
cised for when it is one of the 
other statutory authorities 
that is letting it down.” 

Police officers, not social 
workers, have the power to 
take children out of harm, as 
a result of the section 47 in¬ 
quiry joint visits. 

The Ofsted report said: “In a 
number of cases where the 
outcome of the strategy 
discussion was to undertake 
joint section 47 inquiries with 
the police, delays were evi¬ 
dent in carrying out joint vis¬ 
its to children and young 


people due to lack of police 
availability. 

“This is despite attempts by 
the local authority to resolve 
these issues through the po¬ 
lice commissioner, which 
leaves young people at risk of 
continued harm.” 

New Superintendent Glen 
Tunstall started as Kingston’s 
third borough commander of 
the year this week, following 
the retirements of Martin 
Greenslade and Ian Smith. 

Acting borough commander 
Detective Superintendent 
Christos Kalamatianos, sec¬ 
onded from Richmond, said: 
“This is a Government 


inspection of a statutory part¬ 
ner, nevertheless, Kingston 
police take their responsibili¬ 
ty towards vulnerable 
children very seriously and 
are studying the report in 
detail. 

“We continue to seek to 
meet with the local authority 
on this and other issues.” 

Ofsted also highlights “a 
very small number of cases” 
where managers decided on a 
section 47 inquiry and social 
workers failed to follow it up. 
Inspectors were unable to 
confirm in those cases 
whether safeguarding issues 
had been addressed.

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Hostile place for cyclists 
just travelling from A to B 


Day will be nightmare 


Heather Forrester’s letter rais¬ 
es some interesting points (En¬ 
force law over cyclists, July 18) 
but, in a week that has seen 
two London cyclists killed by 
lorries, I think she overstates 
her case in suggesting pedes¬ 
trians are more vulnerable to 
cyclists than cyclists are to 
motor vehicles - indeed cy¬ 
clists often come off worse in a 
collision with a pedestrian. 

I was recently thrown off my 
bike by a dog lead that a care¬ 
less owner had allowed to 
stretch across the cycle path. 

Cycling provision is Kingston 
is pathetic - the tiny 


shared-use signs in Market 
Place have not been noticed by 
most pedestrians, who think 
cyclists should not be there. 

Farther south, the only pro¬ 
vision along the busy 
Portsmouth Road is a white 
line, defining a cycle lane 
much narrower than the rec¬ 
ommended minimum. 

Parallel, but out of bounds, is 
Queen’s Promenade, broad 
enough for a shared-use cycle 
path. 

There is no safe east-west 
route at all. 

And what cycling provision 
there is is suspended at the 


drop of a hat - the cycle cross¬ 
ing on Wood Street has been 
closed, without explanation or 
a diversion signposted, for 
nearly two months. 

Ms Forrester also mentions 
Canbury Gardens, where the 
legal cycling route is along the 
narrow towpath, which is full 
of anglers, children feeding the 
ducks, and canoeists going to 
and from the boat house, 
rather than along the path that 
runs parallel to it - quieter, and 
five times wider. 

Is it surprising many cyclists, 
exhibiting far more common 
sense than the designer of the 


cycling provisions, decide to 
use that instead, in the inter¬ 
ests of everyone’s safety? 

I would be the first to admit 
many cyclists are not angels - 
many of the lycra brigade 
seem to think it is beneath 
their dignity to stop, or even 
look where they are going, but 
they tend to stay on the main 
roads and are more of a hazard 
than to pedestrians. 

But for the cyclists who just 
want to get from A to B, 
Kingston is a hostile place.

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A fter a record-breaking Hamp¬ 
ton Court Flower Show this 
month and the uncharacteris¬ 
tically sunny summer, gardening is 
a hot topic, writes James Pepper. 

The UK’s favourite pastime has 
gone through a renaissance in re¬ 
cent years, with the Royal Horticul¬ 
tural Society reporting a 30 per cent 
increase in volunteers since 2011. 

As belts continue to tighten, more 
people than ever before are “grow¬ 
ing their own” to save money. Now 
micro-gardens are taking off. 

If you do not have the odd half¬ 
acre of land to play with, a micro¬ 
garden could be for you. 

They can be cultivated in areas 
such as balconies, patios and 


rooftops and containers such as 
plastic-lined wooden boxes, bins 
and even old tyres can be used. 

Whether you have a micro-garden, 
or a macro one, at this time of year 
there are things you need to do to 
keep the garden burgeoning. 

Woodcote Green Nurseries, in 
Wallington, has reported record 
sales, as people try to make up for 
the wash out of last year. 

Phil Barnden, general manager at 
the centre, gave us some top tips. 

He says: “It is time to be dead 
heading plants, and to add Tomite 
to your tomatoes. 

“As many people go on holiday, if 
you cannot get neighbours to water 
your plants, group them together 


and use strip irrigation and a timer. 

“With house plants, you can move 
them into the shade on the patio as 
they can handle these temperatures. 

“Camellias set their buds around 
this time of year, and if you have 
previously failed in getting them to 
flower, it could be because the roots 
are dry when the buds are being set 
- a particular problem for container 
plants - so ensure potted camellias 
are watered regularly. 

“Courgettes are notoriously 
fast-growers, so pick them daily 
to ensure a harvest of small, 
tender fruit, also cover soft fruit 
with netting before it ripens to 
avoid unwanted birds getting to 
your crop first.” 



Rescuing refugees 


Head to the Rose Theatre 
this weekend for an inspira¬ 
tional musical based on the 
true story of refugee chil¬ 
dren from Rwanda.

Anna Rusbatch, musical 
director of theatre company 
Chicken Knitters, says: “It 
follows the journey of some 
of the children Lizzie met. 

“It is about celebrating 
real resilience in times of 
great hardship and hopeful¬ 
ly inspiring the audience. 

“It has a really uplifting fi¬ 
nale. We wanted to create an 
awesome atmosphere in the 
theatre for the kids.” 

The children’s struggles in 
the camp include run-ins 
with a criminal gang and the 
tragic death of one of their 
number. 



The play also tells of how 
the Red Cross and other or¬ 
ganisations worked with 
children who had been sepa¬ 
rated from their families. 

When news arrives that 
refugees are planning to re¬ 
turn to Rwanda, the chil¬ 
dren set out hopefully again 
to try to build a more peace¬ 
ful country. 

Rusbatch adds: “The UK 
kids have been rehearsing 
since January weekly after 
school. The Kenyans have 
been rehearsing on and off - 
they have exams at school. 

“Artistically that side of it 
is really exciting. The kids 
are developing a real empa¬ 
thy for their characters and 
an understanding of what a 
refugee is.”

A new fitness movement 
has taken over- the 
Outdoor Fitness (OF) 
Collective, the brainchild of 
Jonathan Bramley, a busi¬ 
nessman living in East 
Sheen.

Cross country skiing - “You 
get used to it after a while,” 
says the 38-year-old, known 
as JB, as I wobble through 
Richmond Park on my skis 
on wheels, or roller skis.

As we size up our task, fit¬ 
ness guru JB flies down the 
hill past the Royal Ballet 
School.

OK, so it is not the most
